SING ULAR ROBBERY. 
Madlle. Julia G risi, the favorite sin ger, was 
a few days a^o robbed in Paris in the follow - 
¡n<r manner :— A bout 8 o ’clock in the e v e n in g , 
w h ile the lacly was at the Opera, perform ing 
th e character of .Inna Bolcnn, som e thieves 
contrived to enter her apartments in the Buul- 
vard des Italiens, by m eans o f false k e y s .— 
Her fem m e-dcs-cham bre was with her at the 
theatre, and her other servants had gon e out. 
T h e thieves had co m m e n c ed operations, and 
were ransacking the drawers, w hen a servant, 
who was sent with a letter or m essa ge to 
Madlle. G risi rang the bell. 
T h e door was 
opened by one of the th iev es, and the man 
was desired to enter ; but no sooner had fie 
crossed the threshold than tho door was im ­ 
mediately closed, and he found h im self e n v e l­ 
oped in darkness. 
H e was seized by tfie 
throat by three m en, w h o cut d ow n the bell- 
ropes and bound him hand and foot. 
O n e of 
the men 
stood over him with a poignard, 
threatening to murder him i f he m ade the 
least noise, w hile the tw o others, w ith a saw , 
which was afterwards found on the ground, 
made an aperture in the pannel o f a closet, in 
which they supposed Madlle. Grisi kept her 
m oney, her jew els and her cashm eres. 
For­ 
tunately this was a m istake ; though the closet 
actually contained several valuables, and be­ 
tw een 4 and 5000 francs in m oney. 
T h e y had 
nearly su cceed ed in sa w in g through the pan­ 
nel, when they were alarmed by the ringing 
o f a bell. 
It belonged to another set o f apart­ 
m en ts, but the fear o f being surprised induced 
them to take flight, carrying with them only 
a few pieces o f plate. 
T h e man whom they 
had bound su cceed ed with som e difficulty in 
loosening the ropes from his le g s: with" his 
hands still tied, lie d escended the staircase to 
obtain the aid o f the p o rter; and at that m o­ 
ment Madlle. G risi’s fem m e des-chambre re­ 
turned hom e for som eth ing w hich her mistress 
wanted at the theatre. 
W h ile the police c o m ­ 
missary was e n g a g ed in investigatin g the af­ 
fair, M adlle. G r i s i was performing the part of 
Anna Bolena, little su sp ectin g the sc en e that 
was acting in her lod gin gs, and w hich she did 
not hear of until her return from the theatre. 
Many o f the au dience had, h ow ever, been 
made acquainted w ith the circu m stan ce, and 
as the rubbery was supposed to have been 
much more e x te n siv e Ilian it really proved to 
be, mention w as made o f a subscription in be­ 
half of the fair actress.

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 
M r E d itor— 1 am gratified in noticin g the 
I remarks o f our new governor upon this im- 
| portani subject, in his Inaugural A ddress. 
It 
I is absolutely important, to the interests of this 
co m m u n ity , that our law for im priso n in g debt­ 
ors, should be essentially modified or entirely 
repealed 
T h e wrongs w hich its pernicious e f­ 
fects im pose on our people, call loudly for re­ 
dress, at the hands of our law g iv ers, and it is 
to be hoped that the m embers of our Legislature 
will take it in hand this winter, not merely as 
a them e for “ set sp ee ch es,” but for the pur­ 
pose o f relievin g the distressed condition of 
the poor and unfortunate. 
If we are D em ocrats— if w e are guided by 
our 
c o u n tr y ’s 
text book o f Republicanism , 
w h y should w e have law s in su ccessful opera­ 
tion am ong us, the nature of w hich are not 
only unequal but terribly oppressive ? 
S u ch 
is our law o f Im prisonm ent f o r Debt. 
W ith ­ 
out the privilege of the m u r d e r e r , of being 
tried before an impartial jury, the unfortunate 
debtor may be snatched from his fam ily, and 
thrown into prison, w ithout trial, w ithout judge 
or w ithout ju ry, unless perchance som e friend 
rescues him from the S h e r iff’s iron grasp. 
Is 
this com patible with justice, with the nature 
and dignity o f the principles by w h ich we, as 
a state profess, to be governed ? 
1 think not. 
W h ile then the cry o f m ercy ech o es from every 
prison in the C om m o n w ea lth , w h ile the cries 
and agonies o f w ives, at an unm erciful separa­ 
tion from their husbands, go up for redress, 
w hile the wants and starving necessities o f Chil­ 
d ren, dem and the earnings of their fathers, to 
sustain their being, should not som eth in g be 
d on e, to appease the wrath o f offended justice ? 
Rut this is not all. 
Fam ilies are not only op­ 
pressed, but com m u n ity suffers from the loss 
o f the labor o f those, w ho are incarcerated iu 
prison. 
A ll tiiis too is w ithou t the charge 
of crime, without the shadow of g u ilt— all for 
m isfortu n e—for innocent poverty. 
Alas 
for 
R epublicanism ! it one portion o f the people 
are suffered to trample upon the rights ol their 
e q u a ls—equals, not only by the right of suf­ 
frage, but by 
the 
force and en ergy o f every 
moral principle. 
U nder the eifect o f this law , too, virtue, re­ 
ligion, superiority or moral power are no safe­ 
guard, from the attacks and violen ce o f m ali­ 
ciou s creditors. 
G reat m en — great not only 
in the powers and faculties of the m ind, but 
great in the performance o f d eeds, w hich have 
been prolific in g en u in e e x c e lle n c e and good­ 
n ess, 
have 
been 
made 
sensibly to feel tbe 
po w er of this desolating scourge. 
M en , w hose 
n am es may be associated 
with our proudest 
aspirations o f thought, and with our brightest 
and most splendid recollections, have been 
suffered to g o at large, only at the m ercy of 
their creditors. 
A m o n g them w ere the pa­ 
triotic Jefferson and the virtuous M onroe. 
If 
th en , the m isfortune of being poor, is to pre­ 
ponderate the scale of law in favor of the rich, 
as w ell m ight we blot the nam e of liberty 
from our fair escu tch eon as to defend its sa­ 
cred and venerated principles. 
T h e poor and 
unfortunate need som e se cu rity, w h ich this 
law does not afford t h e m —som e protection 
from 
the 
violent 
assaults of those who are 
outraged by the effect o f causes w hich cannot 
be rem edied. 
At the hand o f our Legislature 
they call for the en actm en t o f a law , which 
shall shield them from impotent assaults. 
It is to be hoped that the su gg estion s of our 
G overnor on this subject will m erit and s e ­ 
cure such attention as shall, at o n ce, rem edy 
this evil and produce the rightful < ffect o f all 
law.

I attended the 
Opera of Cinderella last night, but must «ay, 
though the singing i- divine,yet to »ing Lug* 
hall prose, and that which i* very prosy too, 
is not exactly suited to my obtuse taste. 
In 
our la n g u a g e , crowded ns it is with coriao- 
nants, nothing can g*ve »nue.h pleasure in 
...... but poetry 
In til»* Italian, abounding 
as it does 
with vowels, it is quite a different 
affair; even its prose m lar more harmonious 
than our poetry. 
T hough the theatre was 
crowded with the fairies ol beauty and fashion 
charms, like the music of Orpheus, that 
would almost win me into Purgatory, as it 
did Euridice out id it—yet I think I would 
never again lie tempted to hear an English 
opera. 
It is utterly beyond my comprehen­ 
sion nnd gout 
in short, to use the language 
of this same Opera itself, it is too “ outra- 
geous, extensive, and perpendicular!” 
Plays, where songs may he introduced, suit 
an American audience much belter than these 
excruciating operas- 
At the conclusion <d 
the performances, the last song was encored, 
with an emphasis, that would have awoke 
the mommies in the catacombs of Thebes ; 
and raised such a dust, that the audience 
rauw near coughing the lair songstress and 
leu* husband down, when they made their re­ 
appearance. 
1 need not describe Mr uml Mrr, Hood's 
style and talents to Huston lolks ; they have 
all had an opportunity of forming their own 
Opinions, from winch they allow no appeal. 
1 can only say, that the good cits here con­ 
sider them the Lions ot the day, roaring as 
“ sweet as Nightingales.” 
T he House to-day— where 1 was not—and 
sorry 1 am for it — was edified with an elegant 
speech from Apollo Wilde, on an amendment 
offered by him to the report of the Committee 
oi Ways and Means on the deposite question 
— the substance of which was, that “ the re­ 
moval was without sufficient reasons.” 
In the Senate, Mr Webster offered the 
Boston memorial of six or seven thousand 
signatures, and made nn eloquent and “ dis­ 
tressing’ speech upon it. 
I snail not under 
take to give all the points he presented ; but 
content myself simply with remarking, that 
he recalled the memory of other times, its 
p a tr io ts and its patriotism ; mid endeavored 
to p e rs u a d e Ins audience, that all the signers 
were disinterested patriots, ready to go, like 
Col. Hayne for his sugar, “ to the death” for 
the deposites! 
He said the people ol Boston received the 
President very hospitably, and shew him the 
honors becoming the C hief Magistrate; but 
lie did not tell us any ol the 
signers” of the 
declaration of distress voted for the Old Hero. 
It is well known that those “ distressing 
memorials, 
almost without a siiiole excep- 
tion—excepting always some disappointed Hank 
directors, who can't get the deposites removed to 
their own bank !—are signed by men, women 
and boys, who have always been opposed to 
the President. 
This party has fought against 
lnm at the ballot box, and reviled and libelled 
him in their newspapers ; and now approach 
him, or rather his administration, with suppli­ 
cations ! and Mr W ebster told us to-day, it lie 
would only surrender to this clamor—(I don't 
use Ins language, but his argum ent,)—“ he 
would gaimthe greatest victory lie ever gain­ 
ed in his life !” 
Yes, very much such a vic­ 
tory as Madison would have gained over the 
Hartford Convention, had In* surrendered to 
it, when summoned by the com m ittee! and 
‘ju st such a victory as Benedict Arnold did 
gain, when lie surrendered to £20,000 of 
British gphl ! —“ sound currency !"

If Mr Adams had burnished up his memory 
a little he would have remembered that these 
stop laws—relief laws—the old court and the 
new court—-and the verge of civil war—which 
afflicted the West, nnd particularly Kentucky, 
were evils growing out of the conduct of the 
U S Bank.
